The 
despatch gives uo particulars but it is believed the soldiers 
perished crossing the Lake on the railway which has been 
euilt across the ice. This railway was tested two days. ago 
and it is thought the Russians were taking a troop train 
over the Lake when the ice broke and the train suok.
